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FOOTBALL 


The  1939  football  season  proved  to  be  one  of  the  most  spirited  and 
successful  in  the  half-century  of  the  sport  at  Franklin  and  Marshall.  Over- 
coming a  severe  loss  of  men  by  graduation  and  ineligibility,  the  Diplomats 
achieved  five  noteworthy  victories  and  one  tie,  while  dropping  three.  Upsala, 
Pennsylvania  Military  College,  Clarkson  Tech.  Albright,  and  Ursinus  were 
all  defeated,  and  Gettysburg  was  tied  in  a  brilliant  game,  as  Boston  University, 
Lebanon  Valley,  and  Muhlenberg  were  barely  victorious. 

Highlighting  the  season  was  the  Homecoming  Day  game  with  a  favored 
Gettysburg  eleven.  Following  a  week  of  the  most  enthusiastic  anticipation, 
the  Blue  and  White  emerged  with  a  more  than  deserved  21-21  tie.  Then 
the  schedule  was  gloriously  completed  with  a  heart-warming  40  to  0  slaughter 
of  Ursinus  in  the  "Turkey  Day"  classic.

The  three  losses  might  just  as  well  have 
been  victories  had  not  Dame  Fortune  momen- 
tarily smiled  the  other  way.  Franklin  and 
Marshall  led  Boston  U.  with  three  minutes 
to  play;  two  disastrous  pass  plays  turned  the 
tide  to  the  tune  of  19  to  7.  A  bad  pass  from 
center,  resulting  in  a  safety,  enabled  Lebanon 
Valley  to  surprise  the  Diplomats  8-7,  and  a 
field  goal  made  it  possible  for  Muhlenberg  to 
come  from  behind  to  win  by  two  points. 

The    play    of    Captain    Flowers,    Holmes, 
Schibanoff,  Ross,  Simpson,  and  Suchena  drew 
the  most  praise  throughout  the  year.      Coach 
Alan  Holman's  usual  starting  team  was  com- 
posed  of    Stan    Holmes    and    Jack    Bell,    ends 
Al     Schibanoff    and     Kerm     Montz,     tackles 
Emmett    Simpson     and     Jim     Emery,     guards 
Bigler    Irvin    or    Bernie   Allison,    center;    Fritz 
Fox,    quarterback;    Captain    Jim    Flowers    and 
Mike    Kenny,    halfbacks;   and    Mike   Suchena, 
fullback.      Halfback   "Chick"   Ross,   end   Fred 
Rieben,  and  tackle  "Red"  Irvin  were  the  most 
frequent  substitutions. 

The  47th  annual  Gettysburg  duel  thrilled 
the  eleventh  annual  Homecoming  crowd  every 
minute  as  the  arch  rivals  seesawed  to  a  tie 
score.  The  outstanding  offensive  play  of 
Captain  Jim  Flowers  and  the  pass  grabbing  of 
Rieben  and  Holmes  featured  the  play.  Flowers, 
who  received  the  Maxwell  award  as  the  out- 
standing collegiate  player  in  Pennsylvania  that 
day  made  a  total  of  270  yards,  more  than  was 
amassed  by  the  entire  Gettysburg  team. 
Suchena  scored  two  of  the  touchdowns  while 
Ferrari  scored  in  the  final  period.  Schibanoff 
saved  the  day  by  converting  every  extra  point. 

In  the  first  Eastern  Collegiate  Conference 
game  Kerm  Montz  recovered  a  blocked  kick 
in  the  Muhlenberg  end  zone  for  a  touchdown, 
and  Schibanoff  converted  the  extra  point  to 
give  F.  and  M.  a  7-6  lead.  But  Franklin's 
17  yard  field  goal  following  up  a  second  period 
score  gave  the  Mules  a  9  to  7  win.  Two 
perfect  placements  from  the  educated  toe  of 
Alex  Schibanoff,  who  had  an  enviable  record, 
were  the  margin  of  victory  over  Clarkson  Tech, 
a  newcomer,   nosed  out   1 4  to   13. 

In  the  season's  final  game,  Ursinus  weak- 
ened after  the  first  quarter,  enabling  the 
Diplomats  to  run  wild.  Ross,  Holmes,  Ham- 
scher,  Rieben,  Suchena,  and  Kenny  all  con- 
tributed scores.  This  concluding  game  was 
excellently  played  with  the  retiring  Seniors  — 
Flowers,  Ross,  Ivers,  Montz,  Allison,  and  Maza 
— contributing  the  most  to  a  grand  finale  for 
the  season.

Conference  Champions!  Victor  over  Carnegie  Tech  and  City  College  of  New  York! 
These  captions  briefly  sum  up  the  results  of  the   1940  basketball  season  at  F.  and  M. 

Coach  Shober  Barr's  team,  without  a  Senior  on  the  squad,  met  plenty  of  opposition  before 
it  finally  defeated  Gettysburg  for  the  conference  title.  Jinx  of  the  season  wos  Ursinus,  whose 
veteran  quintet  handed  the  Diplomats  two  defeats.  In  winning  eleven  games  and  losing 
five,  the  Blue  and  White  piled  up  a  total  of  629  points  to  547,  an  average  of  39.3  per  game. 
Captain  DeBold  was  the  high  scorer  for  the  season,  but  Warren  Hamscher  had  the  highest 
percentoge  of  shots  made. 

For  the  first  time,  a  Nat  Holman-cooched  CCNY  team  went  down  to  defeat  at  F.  and  M.'s 
hands.  Led  by  Bill  Wagner,  the  team  went  into  a  lead  and  was  never  headed.  Johnny  DeBold 
completely  outplayed  Bob  Stark,  All-State-  center,  as  Carnegie  Tech  bowed  34-29,  DeBold 
later  was  voted  the  outstanding  player  in  the  Conference. 

The  season  closed  with  a  victory  over  Gettysburg  which  decided  the  Conference  champion- 
ship. Over  2500  fans  packed  the  Armory  and  saw  one  of  the  best  and  hardest  played  gomes 
of  the  year.  The  Blue  and  White  played  consistent  boll  throughout  to  set  back  the  fighting

1940  looms  up  as  a  brilliant  year  for  Tom  Floyd's  track  team.  With 
George  Howard  the  only  man  missing  from  last  year's  squad,  the  Diplomats 
have  an  excellent  chance  of  going  through  the  season  undefeated  in  dual 
meets  and  of  retaining  the  Eastern  Conference  Championship.  It  seems 
certain  that  the  team  that  wins  the  Middle  Atlantics  will  have  to  beat  the 
Blue  and  White. 

Headed  by  Captain  Charley  Lecrone,  the  Diplomats  boast  the  most 
powerful  running  squad  in  the  history  of  the  school.  Lecrone  has  shaded 
50  seconds  flat  in  the  quarter,  and  Vic  Finley  has  likewise  broken  51,  so 
close  was  he  behind  Lecrone. 

In  the  sprints  Bill  Kephart  and  Dave  Seidman  both  return.  Kephart  is 
Eastern  Pennsylvania  Conference  220  title  and  record  holder,  and  Seidman, 
who  finished  strong  last  season,   should  be  a  point  getter. 


Joe  Rothermel  and  Ed  Roberts  return  to  bolster  the  distance  events,  and 
seldom  has  either  one  met  with  defeat.  Both  of  these  men  are  also  Con- 
ference title-holders. 

Especially  promising  are  this  year's  Freshman  stars.  Johnny  Neyer  last 
year  ran  the  fastest  schoolboy  hundred  in  the  nation:  9.6!  Ben  Heller, 
former  F.  and  M.  Academy  star,  should  prove  a  valuable  addition  in  the 
distance  races.  Other  newcomers  who  have  shown  up  well  are  Osgood  in 
the  quarter,  Mittelman  in  the  sprints,  LaRue  in  the  broad  jump,  and  jagenburg 
in  the  pole  vault. 

In  addition.  Si  Cohen,  Middle  Atlantic  Javelin  Champion,  and  Al 
Schibanoff,  who  has  approached  45  feet  in  the  shot  put,  will  play  important 
roles  on  Floyd's  team. 

All  in  all  the  team  looks  practically  invincible  in  the  running  events, 
but  uncertain  in  the  jumps  and  hurdles.  Nevertheless,  the  Blue  and  White 
can  hardly  miss  having  a  great  season  though  confronted  by  an  extremely 
difficult  schedule.

SENIOR  CLASS  HISTORY  -  1940 

We,  the  149th  doss  to  enter  Franklin  and  Marshall  College  have  spent  four  years  here, 
four  short  years  to  be  sure.  It  is  only  proper  as  we  now  near  the  end  of  our  stay  here  that 
we  pause  and  reflect  on  what  we  have  done  during  our  college  careers. 

To  consider  what  we  as  individuals  have  done  would  not  only  be  out  of  place  but  on 
impossible  task.  During  our  undergraduate  years  we  have  been  slowly  moulded  into  the 
Class  of  1  940.      It  is  fitting  that  we  now  look  at  ourselves  as  a  class. 

In  the  Fall  of  1936  we  gathered  on  the  Campus  331  strong,  from  all  ports  of  the 
country,  and  found  that  we  were  college  freshmen.  Being  a  real,  live  Freshman  is  an  experi- 
ence that  comes  only  once  in  the  life  of  a  college  student.  It  is,  indeed,  on  awesome  experience. 

Very  suddenly  we  were 
snapped  from  our  lethargy  and  swept  into  the  swift  pace  of  college  life. 

The  outstanding  event  of  our  first  year  was  the  Freshman  Pojama  Porode.  This  parade, 
sponsored  by  the  Druids,  an  organization  feared  and  respected  by  every  Frosh,  was  the  beginning 
of  our  life  as  a  class.      From  that  time  forward  we  were  the  Class  of  '40. 

The  football  team  won  the  Gettysburg  gome  on  Thanksgiving  and  blue  dinks  and  green 
ties  were  put  happily  awoy.  But,  not  without  some  remorse,  for  these  symbols  marked  us 
individually  as  members  of  the  Freshman  Class. 

The  following  fall  we  returned  to  College  somewhat  weaker  in  number  but  stronger  in 
interest  and  spirit.  We  began  to  take  on  active  port  in  the  organizations  and  the  athletic 
teams  of  the  College. 

In  October  of  this,  our  Sophomore  year,  we  aided  in  the  four  day  celebration  of  the 
150th  Anniversary  of  the  founding  of  our  College.  This  is  a  privilege  which  comes  to  but  few 
college  classes.  Shortly  afterwards  we  sponsored  the  Sophomore  Swing  Session,  the  first  dance 
ever  sponsored  by  the  Sophomore  Class  in  the  history  of  the  College. 

In  the  Spring  of  the  yeor  two  events  of  importance  took  place.  The  Fockenthal  Library 
was  opened  for  the  use  of  the  students.  This  mognificent  building  houses  o  librory  which  no 
other  college  of  our  size  con  equal.  Later,  just  before  the  end  of  the  term,  the  first  signs 
of  SPRING  FEVER  broke  out  among  the  members  of  the  student  body. 

In  our  Junior  year  we  settled  down  to  the  respective  fields  of  our  mojors.  We  became 
officers  of  the  various  campus  organizations,  and  for  the  first  time  some  of  the  members 
of  our  class  were  elected  to  membership  in  the  various  honorary  societies.  In  athletics  we 
took  our  place  as  mainstays  on  the  various  teams. 

During  this  year  the  Arts  Activities  Series  was  started,  as  well  as  the  Student  Dance  Plan, 
providing  for  bigger  ond  better  all-college  dances  than  hod  ever  been  held  before.  The 
outstanding  event  of  the  year  was  the  Junior  Prom,  at  which  time  we  danced  to  the  smooth 
tunes  of  Joe  Venuti. 

In  addition  several  members  of  the  class  entered  the  race  for  the  Collegiate  Goldfish 
Swallowing  Championship  of  America,  with  little  success.  In  the  spring  of  the  year  there 
was  another  outburst  of  collegiate  SPRING  FEVER?  with   rather  disheartening  results. 

We  entered  our  final  year  with  but  one  object  in  mind,  GRADUATION.  All  of  our 
scholastic  energies  were  directed  toward  this  goal,  but  we  hod  enough  energy  left  over  to  lead 
and  to  captain  nearly  all  of  the  organizations  and  athletic  teams.  In  the  fall  of  the  year 
under  the  leadership  of  the  STUDENT  WEEKLY,  all-college  school  spirit  was  directed  to  its 
highest  pitch  in  years  by  the  means  of  bonfires,  pep-meetings,  and  student  rallies. 

For  the  post  year  we  have  been  the  leaders  of  the  College.  We  ore  now  preparing  to 
leave  this  institution  where  we  have  spent  four  short,  happy  years.  We  hove  made  contacts 
and  friendships  which  will  never  dim.  We  hove  given  and  we  hove  received  many  times  that 
which   we   have   given,    but    it   has   been    more    than   worth    it. 

During  the  next  few  days  we  will  be  gathered  as  a  class  for  the  final  time.  Never 
again  will  this  same  group  be  so  assembled.  It  is  a  time  of  farewell  and  the  start  into  a  new 
phase  of  our  life.  It  is  fitting  that  at  this  time  we  ask  as  President  Emeritus  Henry  Harbaugh 
Apple  in  the  150th  Anniversary  Commemoration  Prayer  asked  God  to  "enable  us  properly 
to  appreciate  and  wisely  to  improve  the  exalted  privileges  we  enjoy,  that  we  may  earnestly 
dedicate  ourselves  for  faithful   service   in   the   new  duties  that  ore  before   us."
